SCHOOL REPORT. 


The aim of the public school should be to .give a 
thorough and systematic elementary education, and the 
ability to use it in practical life. The true science and 
art of teaching is to so teach the elementary common 
school studies that the pupil may become perfect master 
_of the principles upon which they are founded, thereby 
enabling him to use his learning in the solution of the 
practical problems of life. The ability to read, write and 
reckon correctly is of the first importance, and until this 
work is accomplished nothing else should be attempted. 
But education does not apply wholly to. the mind, but?@,. 
the moral and physical faculties’ as well. The pupil” 
should acquire correct Ola _deportment and an ele- 
mentary knowledge of his physical system and the laws, 
and their application, on which his health and life de- 
pends. That which fits the masses for the trials of life 
is a thorough, systematic knowledge of a few useful 
things. ‘Then let tne aim be to prepare the graduates of 
the common school for life, its Ske cael and its happi- 
ness.

dious, energetic teacher, conscientious in the, discharge Bae bch 


of every duty, pupils obedient and attentive, andi parents 
sympathetic and cooperative. ‘That parenisiiay truly 
appreciate the school, they should frequently visit it to 
see for themselves its working. ‘They should never lis- 
ten to the complaints of pupils, much more act upon

them, but they should judge for themselves in the school- 
room. If in their opinion there are abuses and errors 
that ought to be corrected, let them respectfully submit 
the matter to the proper authorities for adjustment, there- 
by avoiding even the appearance of intermeddling in 


* school government, for such action is unlawful and highly 


detrimental to the best interests of the school. 

Our schools are still deficient in proper apparatus to 
illustrate and explain the subjects taught. All buildings 
which subserve school. purposes should be the pride of 
the district, and they, should receive its careful attention. 
Let them be furnis hed with necessary illustrative ap- 
paratus and kept in good repair, for they reflect some- 
thing of the community in which they are located. All 
things considered, the school year just passed has been 
one of reasonable prosperity and success. ‘Teachers 
could have d more efficient work had they been bet- 
ter supplied a the apparatus- for illustration. Some 
schools have suffered from changes in teachers, these, 
with other causes, have detracted’: ‘something from the 
usefulness of our schools. i
